Warrants on all funds, except the General Fund, 
have been redeemed by the Treasurer, and the following 
is a statement of the General Fund :—

Which amount represents the floating indebtedness 
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of the Territory, and if the amount of the outstanding 
warrants as per last Auditor's Report be deducted from 
the same, it shows the excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts to have been $88,416.62 during the last two years. 

To meet this deficit, I suggest the fullowing meas- 
ures for the increase of the revenues and the reduction 
of expenses. 

That there be levied and collected fiom every person, 
firm, company or association of persons pursuing any of 
the following-named occupations, a Territorial tax on 
every such occupation, or separate establishment : 

Merchants, bankers, money brokers, stock brokers, 
note shavers, ete , commission merchants, land or other 
agents, pawn brokers, foot peddlers, sewing-machine 
and other canvassers, auctioneers, liquor dealers (both 
wholesale and retail), rectifiers, brewers, distillers, 
manufaeturers of soda and mineral waters, gas compa- 
nies, water works, custom reduction works, mills, tan- 
neries, gambling tables or deyices, billiard, pigeon hole 
or other tables conducted for profit or in connection with 
drinking saloons, shooting galleries, ten pin alleys, 
hobby horses, volantins or other devices conducted for 
profit, theatres, concerts, circusses and shows or other 
amusements condu ted for profit, fortune tellers, clair- 
voyants, pool sellers, butchers, bakers, livery and feed 
stables, photograph and daguerrean establishments, 
printing offices. practicing lawyers, physicians and 
dentists. l 

The license for the retail liquor business and gam- 
bling should be placed at a high figure, as these occupa- 
tions are the cause of most of the expense incurred by 
the administration of our laws. 

That there be collected from every life, fire and 
marine insurance company doing business in this Te-- 

, ritory, an annua’ tax of $250; from every express com- 
' pany doing business in this Territory an annual tax of 


> 
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$750; and from every railroad, stage or steamboat com- 
pany doing business in this: Territory, there be col- 
lecied quarterly one per cent. upon their gross receipts 
from their passenger travel within the Territory; and 
from every telegraph comp-ny doing busness in this 
Territory there be collected one cent for each message 
sent, to be paid quarterly 

That some provision be made by law, whereby 
lands for which United States patent has issued, be not 
assessed ata less valuation than $1.25 per acre, aside 
from the improvements thereon 

That a Territorial tax of one per cent. be levied 
upon the net proceeds of mines. 


That a toll of five cents be collected on every con- 
signment of freight shipped or reeeived by rail in the 
Territory. : 

For the purpose of lessening the public expenses, ] 
suggest that legislativo action be taken in regard to the 
fiestas or feasts held in most of the towns of the Terri- 
tory. They have become breeding places of crime, and 
pests to the communities jn which they are held; and, 
in consequence, the public is put to a great expense in 
punishing and supp:essing crimes incident thereto, and 

“they are the direct cause of one of the heaviest burdens 
to our taxpayers, 


The counties in the northern portion of the Terri- 
tory, through which passes the line of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company, are financially embarrassed 
by the action of said company in refusing and delaying 
payment of their taxes for a number of years, then by 
compromises illegally securing a settlement by payment 
of one-half or a less part of the taxes justly due. 


I think action should be taken to compel this pow- 
erful corporation to support its share of the public 
burden. > x 
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Along the line of this company's road there is a 
vast tract of land granted by the Government to the 
company. The grant consists of every alternate section 
for a distance of fifty miles on each side of the road, and 
for its entire length. In round numbers, this may’ be 
stated at 12,000,000 acres of land, and the alternate see- 
tions still owned by the Government are held at double 
minimum rates on account of being within railroad 
limits; so it is fair to presume that if the Government 
charges the settler on the public domain $2.50 per acre 
for the land, the alternate sections owned by the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad are worth an equal amount, This 
would make the railrcad land worth $30,000,000 At 
present the best part of this land belonging to the rail 
road is unsurveyed, and no taxes are paid on it, It is 
safe to say that if the railroad could be compelled to take 
title to this vast amount of propurty and pay taxes on it, 
the counties of Mohave, Apache and Yavapai would be 
wonderfully benefitted and the Territory would receive 
its proportionate advantages. To show that no'hing 
can be expected from the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
itself, I have only to refer to their efforts to avoid their 
road-bed and improvement tax. The relief is for the 
Legislature to urge upon Congress prompt action in this 
matter, compelling the railroad to take title to their 
grant. It is decidedly to the detriment of the people to 
have land ingthe shape of this railroad land. The Gov- 
ernment cannot sell it to settlers, and the railroad which 
owns the land will not pay the taxes, An'earnest effort 
should be máde to remedy this glaring injustice. 

TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


The expense of maintaining the Territorial Prison 
during the years [889-90 ha- been $104,458.81. 

Fifteen thousand dollars was appropriated by the 
last Legislature for improvements, cte , no part of which 
was used by the present Board of Prison Commissioners. 
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In the interests of economy, 1 would suggest that 
one of the Prison Commissioners be a resident of Yuma, 
thereby saving his mileage, and by his presence ren- 
dering a more complete supervision of the affairs of the 
prison possible; and as the expense of the prison is one 
of the heaviest that the Territory has to bear, I would 
suggest the following reductions of salaries: 


Superintendent of the Prison ......... oo $3,000 to $2,000, 
Secretary of the Commissioners... i 900 * — 400. 
Physician... ri ao E 1,500 " 600 
Assistant Superintendent. —— 2 U 2500 ‘ 1,200 
Prison guards.............. cesses cernes ato 100 * 60 per month, 


And ihat the Assistant Superintendent and guards be 
boarded and lodged within the prison at the expense of 
the Territory, and that an allowance for food similar to 
the United States Army ration (which can be funished, 
according to existing contracts, at twenty cents per ra- 
tion) be made for each inmate, and the food prepared 
and necessary labor performed by convicts, «and ¡that 
estimates for provisions be made upon this basis. ' 

I would also recommend that Par. 2423 R. S. be so 
amended as to allow the publication for bids for Prison 
supplies outside of Yuma county, so that producers 
within the Territory can have an opportunity to furnish 
supplies , instead of having them shipped from California, 
as at present, 

INSANE ASYLUM. 
There has been expended on account of the Insane 
"Asylum during 1889-90, $53,260.57, of which amount 
$5,668.48 was expended upon repairs and improvements 
(under Sub-Div. 24, Act 62, 1889), and $18,744.63 was 
drawn from the General Fund on account of the insuf- 
ficiency of the Insane Asylum Fund. 


TERRITORIAL SCHOOL. 
R There has been apportioned to the different counties 
$10,000, and $5,984.55 expended on account of printing 


and other expenses of the Territorial schools, including 
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the salary of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
during the past two years. 

As a measure of economy, the duties of Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction could be performed by the 
Secretary of the Territory, by making him an allowance 
sufficient to cover the necessary expenses, without detri- 
ment to the school system. 


NORMAL SCHOOL, 

The amount drawn on the Normal School Fund 
during 1889-90 was $6,056.79. Since the 1st of Jan- 
uary, 1891, however, there have been filed for audit 
claims amounting to $5,506.38. 

It would seem that the expense incurred by this 
institution is not commensurate with the benefits derived 
from the same. I think the reduction of the salary of 
the Principal from $200 per month to $125 would be 
advisable, ás the school month consists of only twenty 
days, and $10 per day seems an excessive rate of com- 
pensation for steady employment, and_that a more econ- 
omical administration of affairs is desirable. 


LIVE STOCK SANITARY COMMISSION AND VETERINARY 
SURGEON. 

There has been expended during the years 1889-90 
on account of the Live Stock and Sanitary Commission 
and the salary and expenses of the Veterinary Surgeon, 
the sum of $7,787.84, for which expenditure there has 
been no apparent benefit derived by the public. 


ESTIMATES. 


The aggregate amount drawn on the various funds 
of the Territory for the years 1889-90 is $266,621.11. 


- - This does not include the annual interest paid on the 


bonded debt by the Territorial Treasurer, which amounts 
to $44,940 per annum. Upon this basis, I estimate the 
amount of revenue required to meetthe current expenses 
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of the Territory and the payment of said interest for the 
years 1891 and 1892, at $356,500. 


The tabular statements included in the Appendix of 
this report show, respectively, the whole amount of 
each appropriation, the purpose for which it was made, 
the amounts paid under the same, and the balance re- 
maining unexpended December 31, 1890; also the Ter- 
ritorial bonded indebtedness, sale of escheated estates, 
the amount of revenue chargeable to each county for the 
two preceding years, and the amount of each object of 
taxation as far as the same could be made from the 
incomplete returns made to this office. 

The balance due can no doubt be obtained from 
the Treasurer's Report. There is no data on file in this 
office from which a statement of the same can be com- 
piled. 

A duplicate statement should be rendered this office 
of all moneys transmitted to the Treasurer, by county 
officers or other persons having Territorial funds,
